New York, Sept. 8.—Pershing is home 
again. 


Standing on the bridge of the huge 


Leviathan, itself symbolic of victory 
over Germany, the commander of the 
greatest host ever gathered under the 
Stars and Stripes, came slowly up the 
bay. today, world-famed and hailed as a 
conquering: hero should be. 


Sad of face, stern and impassive, a 


splendid figure of a soldier, he might 
have been 
thinking, as the familiar 


landmarks of New York came into view, 
of the day 27 months ago when h§ 
slipped secretly out of the harbor on his 
way to France to prepare the way for 
the hosts that were to follow. Then he 
was only a major general. 
lie came back today with four stars 


on his shoulders—the fourth man since 
Washington to wear them ^ under 
the 
American flag. 


The welcome given him would have 


quickened the pulse of the hero of a 
Roman triumph. Fresh from the capi- 
tals of allied Europe where honors had 
been heaped upon him, it remained for 
New York to show the first American 
to lead an army across the Atlantic that 
"home sweet home" has a meaning 
deeper than "hail to the chief." 


Ko foreign throats could voice the 


cheers, no alien iiearts could pulse the 
greeting that was General Pershing's 
here today. There was a hint of tears 
in the welcome for those who gave it 
knew that not even the plaudits of a 
grateful people could banish from the 
sari faced soldier's mind the memory of 
his own life's tragedy. 


Dawn barely had broken when the 


Leviathan loomed through the mists off 
Ambrose Channel lightship. Steaming 
slowly through the narrow passageway, 
the great steamship was greeted by a 
convoy of six destroyers, while sea- 
planes 
circled 
overhead. 
The 
forts 


which guard the harbor boomed a gen- 
eral's salute as the ship which once was 
the -pride of Germany crept past quar- 
antine and nosed through the narrows 
into the harbor under the shadow of 
the Statue of Liberty. 


While the guns still echoed, the 
whistles of merchant vessels from the 
seven seas, sturdy tugs, gaily decorated, 
ferry boats, excursion craft of every 
kind, and tho sirens of factories on shore 
joined in a discordant salutation. 


The shore of Staten Island. Brook- 


lyn, New Jersey and Manhattan were 
lined with thousands whose shouts of 
greeting came faintly across the waters 
of the buy to the familiar figure on the 
bridge. They made up the vangard of 
the vast army of welcomers which al- 
ready had packed Battery Park and 
overflowed 
i'nto the streets 
beyond-- 


waiting-patiently until General Pershing 
had been greeted by Vice President 
Marshall and the secretary of war and 
was ready to cross the river to the great 
city that was eager to pay him tribute. 


The great liner came up to her pier 
at S o'clock and as she was being 
warped into her berth there was a tre- 
mendous volley of cheering from the 
crowd assembled there. 
General Per- 
shing, smiling in 
appreciation, 
with 


head bared, bowed repeatedly in re- 
sponse. Once he forgot his dignity in 
his enthusiasm in returning home and 
waved his cap as he saluted the happy 
throng. 


At the pier were many dignitaries of 


nation, state and city and it was there 
he was welcomed on behalf of the na- 
tion-. 


The First 
division's band of 
]00 
pieces on board tho ship, the members 
of which had served throughout all the 
fighting in which the veteran unit had 
been engaged, began playing in response 
to the welcoming strains from the pier, 
"Hail, Hail, the gangs all here" and 
othor.airs mingled with the cheers. 


The-Leviathan docked at S:43 a. m. 
General Pershing stepped ashore at 


9:20 o'clock. Waiting for him at the 
end 'of the gang plank was Secretary 
Baker with hands'outstretched. Behind 
Mr. Baker were Senator Warren of 
Wyoming, General Pershing's father-in- 
law and Mrs. Warren, 
with William 


G. McAdoo, former secretary of the 
treasury. Back of this little group were 
General Poyten C." March, chief of staff, 
a score of generals and members of the 
mayor's committee, of welcome. 


After the first greetings were over 


General Pershing made this statement 
to' the Associated Press: 


"There isn't anything of consequence j 
to say in cireumstanccss like these. It 
is overwhelming, overpowering. To say 
that I am glad to be home is superflu- 
ous. 
Accept this in the name of the 
brave fellows who came over and served 
to the best of their ability, making our 
success possible." 


After the informal 
greetings were 
over, Secretary 
Baker 
welcomed 
the 


commancler-in-chief,.of the expeditionary 
forces in behalf of the 
United States. 


After expressing his gratitude for the 
services of General Porshiiig he read a 
letter from President Wilson telling of 
his regret at not being able to join in 
the reception and pay tribute to the 
returned soldier as commander' chief of 
the army and navy.

Leviathan was, still far down the bay. 
A message from Mayor Hylan said to 
General Pershing: 
"The citizens of New York thank God 


for your return and as the mayor of the 
city, 1 wish to extend to you the con- 
gratulations of a grateful people." 


From 8 a. m., when the Leviathan 


arrived at her dock in Hoboken, until 
late tonight, General Pershing's first 
day on the homeshore was filled with 
receptions,' luncheons 
and

with a theatre party.

Wednesday when a full program has 
been arranged. 
; Featured this year as never before 
will be the results of the year's work in 
the boys' and girls' clubs in domestic 
science and cattle raising. This work 
has been conducted under the auspices 
of the county farm bureau and the state 
agricultural department and has been 
highly successful in this county. . 


Stock fed and cared for by boys and 


girls will be one of tho features of the 
exhibit and there will be in connection 
with the exhibit, a stock judging con- 
test by tho youngsters. 
In the past few years Licking county 


has made rapid strides in the matter of 
pure bred stock raising and there are 
numerous herds of thoroughbred dairy 
cattle over thc'county. Aristocratic hog 
families of large proportions also have 
been encouraged and many of the Lick- 
ing county farmers have little else on 
their places than thoroughbred stock.

hibit. All exhibitors of seed wheat are 
requested to come to the farm bureau 
office and secure -a .card tellng whose 
wheat it is and something about it. This 
card can be placed in the wheat after 
it has been judged. This will be an inter- 
esting exhibit. 


"Beginning Wednesday morning tho 


boys' and girls' pigs will be judged from 
the university. All the exhibitors will 
be present and I hope all boys .and grls 
in the county who are interested in this 
work will be present. Many of you will 
be asked next year to enroll in the pig 
clubs and now is the time to come in to 
the fair and see the completion of this 
year's work. The barn at

whitewashed and 
banners of different clubs will show 
where their pigs can be found.

Atlantic City Is, Seeking

Columbus, Sept. 8.—General Persh- 


ing will not attend the National G. A. 
R. encampment here this week. A. letter 
mailed from Paris before the general re- 
turned to this country, expressing his 
regret at being unable to come was re- 
ceived today by C. E. Adams of Omaha, 
commander-in-chief of the G. A. R. 
Pershing's letter said: 


"This is just a snort note to acknowl- 
edge receipt of your letter of June 21, 
renewing your invitation for me to be 
present at the meeting of the Grand 
Army of^ the Republic at Columbus, O., 
in September. 
"I find now, very much to my regret, 
that it will be impossible for me to be . 
present with you. I can think of no 
greater pleasure than to meet with the 
veterans of the Civil war, " who them- 
selves did so much.

•world war, with the single exception of j 
President Wilson, so much has been 
•written about Pershing, and his life 
and history are so fresh in the public 
mind that it is difficult to tell the av- 
erage American anything new about the 
man who commanded the great army on 
the battlefields of Europe. 
When some . of Pershing's 
friends 
speak of his rise to a position of great 
military importance in world annals', 
they refer to a story quite commonly 
told of^Charles M. Schwab, the iron- 
master, who is saicl to have remarked 
to his old Scotch gardener, a friend of 
his childhood: 


"You 
never expected to see me in 
this place;' did you?" 


And tlie gardener is said to have re- 
plied: 


"You never expected it yourself." 
As late as the time of the Russian- 
Japanese war in 1.904, Pershing, over 
40, still -was a captain in the regular 
army. His associates say 'he 
never 


grumbled, but always kept plugging at 
his job. Reams and • reams have been 
written about how he took a prominent 
part in the pacification of the Philippine 
islands and how President Roosevelt. 
made him a brigader. general, jumping- 
him over the heads of exactly 862 other 
men who -were senior to him on the t 
service role.

When Pershing took 
the

expedition to Mexico after the bandit | 
Villa, he became the only living officer! 
in -.the American army who had 
com-1 


mancled any body of troops so large as! 
a'brigade in anything approaching ac-! 
tion. It is true'that the late General' 
Fimston commanded more than a brig- 
ade on-'.the Vera Cruz expedition but • 
Funston's troops-never got into action. | 
.From the time Pershing 
graduated 


from West Point in 1886 he had his full 
share of'active and valuable service in 
the' army. Like his classmates he im- 
mediately was plunged into the Indian 
Wars. He entered.a campaign against] 
the great:Apache chief, Geronimo, who! 
for many years had kept the great 
southwestern country almost closed to: 
immigration by his. skill and bravery. 
It was in those campaigns' that many 
of young American army 
officers re- 


ceived that special training evolved in 
combat with the wily savages which 
proved of peculiar value 
in- certain 
phases of the highly scientific modern 
warfare in France and Belgium.1'They 
were taught the 'art;,: of- scouting, of 
trailing and of perfect, self-reliance in 
the school beyond the ken of 
any 
European' soldier and many a midnight 
raid by the Americans into No Man's 
Land doubtless found its inception and 
clever .execution in tlie brain of one of 
these one-time Indian fighters of .Per- 
shing's type. 
It is recorded officially of Pershing 
that at' the begnning of his career, for 
instance, 'he was complimented by Gen- 
eral. Miles, his commander-in-chief in 
the Gcronomo campaigns, for "march- 
ing his troop, with pack 
train,- over 
rough country, 140 miles in 46 hours, 
bringing in every,anima) and man in 
good condition." Until he reached com- 
mand rank Fershing always was a cav- 
alry officer and the records of the War 
Department show more than one hon- 
orable mention for hip conduct during

his ten years' service in the Department 
of Arizona. In the Spanish War, as an 
officer of the Tenth cavalry, he was 
promoted for gallantry at the battle of 
El Caney to be a major in the Volun- 
teer army and after a short detail in 
Washington iri the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, was sent out to the Philippines 
as adjutant-general of the Department 
of Mindanao and Jolo. 
That was the turning point in Per- 
shing's career. He began to take his 
profession of arms more seriously and 
to display the powers of concentration 
upon difficult problems that stood him 
in good stead in the great campaigns 
that were to f,bllo'w in Europe. At- 
tracted by his earnestness and soldierly 
qualities, General Leonard Wood, who 
was his superior officer at the time, 
selected Pershing to organize and con- 
duct a campaign against the Moros who 
for centuries had successfully resisted 
.all attempts of tlie Spanish army to 
subjugate them. 
- Up to that point something of a par- 
allel may be found in the careers of 
Wood and Pershing. 
Each had made 
brilliant reputations as Indian fighters 
and each had been picked by President 
Roosevelt for extraordinary promotion 
because of their high promise of mili- 
tary ablity. Roosevelt had made Wood 
a bigadier general in 1901, and he made 
Pershing, 
then a captain, a brigadier 
general in 1906 to the absolute conster- 
nation of the old line of the army be- 
cause it involved tlie "jumning" of both 
officers over many hundreds of their 
seniors. 
Pershing justified the confidence that 
Wood had imposed in him in his Moro 
campaign. 
There was a 
Sultan of 
Bacalod with unknown thousands of fol- 
lowers intrenched in the marshes and 
mountains of the tropical island behind 
heavy . forts of • palm wood, logs and 
giant creepers and thorn bushes woven 
into what was supposed to.be impreg- 
nable defenses. Pershing had made a 
study of the.conditions and so well had 
he organized his little force .consisting 
of a battalion of infantry, a squadron 
of cavalry and a section of .artillery 
that in two days the Moro's strongholds 
were cleared out and 
the' Island of 
Mindanao was soon placed' under Per- 
shing's military governorship.' 
When he return home in .19J4 he was 


given but a short rest in San Francis- 
co. Trouble began on" the Mexican bor- 
der and ho was sent there in- command 
of the Eighth brigade", charged with 
the special duty of running- down or 
driving off Villa. His expedition pcne-. 
trated many' miles into 
Mexico and 
army officers .Relieved -that the, ultimate 
capture of Villa was prevented only by 
recall orders .from Washington where 
the authorities decided that they were 
unwilling to continue a military .policy 
seeming certain to involve the United 
States in regular war with Mexico. 
When Pershing was chosen to com- 
mand the American forces in France, he 
.took with him many.of the browned and 
hardened veterans of his Mexican cam- 
paign 
and these men 
formed 
the 
nucleus of the famous First division of 
the American Expeditionary Force. 
• 
A • terrible tragedy had come into 
Pershing's life during his Mexican bor- 
;der service through the loss of his wife 
and three of their little children who 
were burned to death in their' home at 
tho Presidio, in San Francisco^ during 
,his absence. His life became .hard and 
sterri, not towards'his soldiers, 
how 
ever, hut In the regiment he imposed 
upon himself and in the objects he had

marked for attainment. He threw him- 
self into h'is work with a passion that 
commandccl success, evidently seeking 
relief from his private grief in public 
service. It was said of him in France 
that he was never tired; ho could be 
called upon any hour out of the twenty- 
four for consultation or direction with- 
out complaint on his part, in contrast 
with some of his famous colleagues in 
'the Entente armies. 
Pershing 
believed in teamwork: he 
knew whatever success the Germans 
had attained was through their unified 
command of the armies of the Central 
Powers. So he was not only willing but 
.anxious to see the same principle adopt- 
ed by the Entente armies. He sank his 
private ambition* nnd freely 
tendered 


the services of the last. American' sol- 
dier • and all his army equipment to 
General Foch at the most critical point 
in the campaign. There is said to be 


no doubt' that his example affected the 
other commands anil went a long way 
towards bringing about the unification 
of the Entente armies .urider Marshal 
Foch.

Mr. Saint- submitter! to the commit- 


tee the' shipping board's official ^sti- 
mate of the extent of the-worldwide 
coal shortage, totaling 63,463,000 ton's, 
most of which is- made up; he said, 
•'p'resuma'b'ly must be made up by the 
United States." Exclusive of ship- 
ments to Canada the United States 
is exporting coal, he said, at the rate 
of about .7,0,00,000 tons a year. Tfiis 
is a little more' than 1 per cent of 
the1 total .amount of bituminous coal 
produced in'1'the country' for a year. 


According, to Mr. . Saint's figures

Apple tapi- 
oca is made by'soaking one-fourth of a 
cup of pearl tapioca in a pint of cold 
water, with a pinch of salt, for an hour 
or more. Then put it on to cook in a 
double-boiler with two tablespons of red 
jelly, half a pint of water, a -tablespoon 
of sugar and one apple cut in slices. 
Cook until the tapioca is clear and the 
apple tender. This is a pleasant varia- 
tion of the ordinary .tapioca. 
For tapioca snow soak one-fourth of 


a cup of pearl tapioca in slightly salted 
water for an hour or so. Then drain 
and cook in a cup of milk until it is 
clear and rather thick. If it seems'too 
thick add a little more milk. Add two 
tablespoons of sugar and cook two or 
three minutes longer. Remove from the 
stove, allow to cool, and just before serv- 
ing add one-fourth of a cup of cream 
whipped until very stiff. Cbmbine light- 
ly and serve in individual glasses.
